“THE WEATHER, 


Genera, Weature Connitrons ty Maron. 


Till the 8th of the month, Egypt north of 
Assuan was under the influence of an anti- 
oyolone whose oentre lay srencrally over Asia 
Minor. On the 8th, however, a depression 
which had appeared off the S. W. coast of 
Spain on the 4th, and has moved along the 
Mediterranean, began to affect the weather 
and gave a lowering of pressure over the 
country generally with Khameim winds in 
the neighbourhood of Oairo. By the 13th the 
centre of the depression had passed and anti- 
cyolonio conditions with more settled weather. 
again set in, and lasted, with a slight inter- 
ruption on the 17th and 18th, until the end 
of the month, when another depression having 
a similar course caused warm southerly and 
westerly winds. 

In the Sudan moderate to strong northerly 
winds were the rule last month, being much 
more windy than last year. Barly heavy but 
very local rain was reported from the furthest 
south stations, 

Atmospheric pressure for the month wes 
about 0.7 millimetres above the normal, At 
Abbassia the highest reading recorded (at 
8 a.m.) was 765.5 mm. on the 16th, the lowest 
(at 8 a.m.) was 753.7 mm, on the 12th; at 
Alexandria the highest and lowest readings 
(at the same hour) were 765.5 mm, 761.2 mm., 
on the 16th and 12th respeotively. 

Temperature was about normal at both Alex. 
andria and Abbassia. The absolute range for 
the month was 16° at Alexandria and 25° at 
Abbassia; the mean daily ranges at the two 
stations were 7° 4 and 14°'1 rerpeotively. 

At Assiut temperature was 3° below the 
mean for March 1991; at Khartum the 
mean this year was about the same as last.

THE SCARCITY OF CATTLE. 


In view of the scarcity of cattle in the 
country, and consequently their high price, 
the question of their health has become one 
of great importance. The Khediyial Agricul- 
tural Society some time ago addressed a 
letter to the Minister of the Interior pointing 
this obvious fact out to his Excellency and 
recommending the periodical inspection of 
the herds in the country by the veterinary 
inspectors, who should give advice in the 
case of animals attacked by disease and 
indicate measures: to be adopted in the event 
of their being attacked by infectious diseases. 

His Excellency replied that his Department 
entirely shared the opinion expressed by the 
Society and fully appreciated the advantages 
which would result to cultivators from the 
possession of healthy stock and the services 
which a large veterinary staff could render. 
The latter, however, i.e., a large. number of 
veterinary inspectors, was for the moment 
difficult to realize on. account of the paucity 
of Egyptian veterinarians and the impossi- 
bility of immediately increasing their number. 
This difficulty, however, will not be permanent, 
fora veterinary school with a thoroughly 
competent staff has been created at Oairo under 
the Administration of the Sanitary Department 
which will in a short time no doubt give good 
results. We may hope therefore that the diffi- 
culty of finding Egyptian veterinarians will 
soon disappear. The success of this school, 
however, depends to a great extent on the 
support which the students obtain when they 
have completed their studies and have ob- 
tained their diplomas. The Khedivial Agrioul- 
tural Society cari render most valuable help 
in this respect by persuading its members to 
engage these future veterinarians to periodi- 
cally visit their cattle, to treat those which 
are in need of treatment, and to cperate where 
necessary, by payment of an annual sum. In 
this way there will be in the interior of the 
country veterinary surgeons practising their 
profession, and being engaged by contract by 
large cultivators they will always be able to 
visit animals in the district, notify any in. 
fections disease, and thus contribute largely 
to the healthy state of the cattle of the 
country, which is one of the principal condi- 
tions of prosperity. 

In all cases when a case: £ infectious disease 
is notified, the veterinary inspectors of the 
various mouditiehs visit the district and give 
the necessary advice to owners of cattle. In 
addition, the veterinary inspectors of the 
Administzation are constantly sent to enquire 
into the nature of the disease and to advise as 
to the necessary measures with a view of 
preventing its propagation. 

It is to be regretted, his Excellency says, 
thatthe advice given to owners is not followed. 
Thus “Koonak,” which is a virulent disease 
attacking cattle and buffaloes, caused great 
havoc during the past summer in several 
districts. This disease is fatal in the majority 
of cases and may be attributed almost entirely 
tothe putrid water of birkets which the

drink this water a great step will be taken to 
prevent the propagation of the disease,
